, eonducted by newspapers, bill- 
boards and circulars, has thus far. been 
not less than $3300. 

The State corrupt. practices act, 
section 6057, revised statutes of 1909, 
limits the personal expenditures of 
candidates in the campaign, includ- 
ing the pre-primary period, to an 
amount based on the number of votes 
previously cast for that office. Un- 
der this provision the personal ex- 
penditures of any candidate for May- 
or, up to the time of the election, 
April 1, may not greatly § exceed 
$1000. But no limit is placed by the 
statute on the amount which may be 
spent in behalf of any candidate, by 
organised committees.. The act au- 
thorizes the formation of such com- 
inittees, to consist of two or more 
persons. Such committees must, aft- 
er the election, file a complete state- 
ment of receipts and disbursements 
with the Recorder of Deeds. 


Walker Opposed to It. 

G. H. Walker, treasurer of the, Nor- 
vell Campaign Committee, said he was 
opposed to making public the contribu- 
tions before the primary election. 

On the organization of the Norvell 
Campaign Committee several weeks ago, 
Walker was elected treasurer, and he 
has received either personall; or through 
his office force, virtually all the contri- 
the 
campaign fund. 

Soon after the committee was orga- 
nized, Walker went South, returning 
Monday. A Post-Dispatch reporter saw 
Walker in his Fourth street office that 
morning, and. requested him to furnish 
for publication a list of the contributors 
to the Norvell fund, with the amount 
each had contributed. 

It was suggested to him that ‘it was a 


well-established principle of the Demo- 


cratic party that campaign contributions 
should be made public in advance of the 
election, ‘so that the people might know 
just who was putting up the money to 
pay the expenses of the candidates, and 
that, observing this principle, the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, last fall, did 
make public all the contributions re- 
ceived before the November election. 

Walker said he did not have a com- 
plete Hat of the campaign contributions, 
because he had been absent from the 
city. Up to the time he departed, he 
paid, $200 to $300 a day was being re- 
eeived from Norvel!l's friends. He said 
he would attend a meeting of the Cam- 
paign Committee at noon Mouwday, and 
take up with the other members of the 
committee the question of making pub- 
Hic the contributiuns. 

Republicans Contributed. 

e reporter returned to Walker's of- 
fice in the afternoon after the meeting. 
Walker then said that he had not at- 
tended the meeting of the committee. 

“I do not think it would be opportune 
to make public these campaign contri- 
butions before the primary election,” 
Walker said. ‘Some Republicans have 
contributed to Mr. Norvell's campaign 
fund, and I do not chink they would like 
to have that fact made known. I do 
not that it would do any good to 
give out a list of tnese contributions.” 

The campaign committee, in the ab- 
sence of Walker, did discuss the ques-

66 MEN DROWNED 


AS GERMAN BOAT 
SINKS IN COLLISION 


Torpedo Destroyer Tries to Pass 
Between Warships in North 
Sea and Is Cut in Half. 


17 IN THE CREW SAVED 





Vessels Were Returning From 
Maneuver Ground and Acci- 
dent Happened at Night. 


HELIGOLAND, Germany, March 5. 
—Sixty-six of the crew of the German 
torpedo-boat destroyer S-178 were 
drowned when the little vessel was 
rammed by the cruiser Yorck in the 
North Sea last night. Amung the dead 
are the commander of the destroyer, 
Lient. Koch, and his first officer. 

The surgeon and éngineer and 15 
men of the crew were saved. The 
torpedo boat destroyer sunk imme- 
diately. 

The torpedo boat destroyer was one 
of the newest in the German fleet. It 
displaced 636 tons and carried a comple- 
ment of & officers and men. 

It was returning at night from ma- 
neuvers in which it had participated 
with the German battleship fleet, the 
cruiser squadron and 6 other torpedo 
boat destroyers. 

This boat attempted to pass between 

vessels in the column of warships while 
the latter were steaming ahead at full 
speed. The commander of the .’‘S-17%’’ 
calculated the distance incorrectly and 
his craft was cut in halves by the cruis- 
er Yorck and sank. 
“The Yorck signaled the accident to the 
cther vessels of the fleet, which turned 
and cruised round in the vicinity, flash- 
ing their searchlights in all directions. 
Small boats were lowered from all the 
vessels and succeeded in picking up two 
cf the officers and 15 of the crew of the 
sunken destroyer.

Three indictments were returned Tues- 
day by the grand jury at Belleville, fol- 
lowing disclosures made when the body 
of James Connor, a hod carrier, was 
<xhumed in Mount Carmel Cemetery 


and examination of the coffin and fur- 
nishings supplied for his burial made. A 


fur his funeral had been turned down by 
Probate Judge Perrin of Belleville. 

The indictments are against William 
H. Degen of the Degen-Doussard Un- 
dertaking Co. of East St. Louis, William 
i’. Halbert of Belleville, Public Admin- 
istrator of St. Clair County, and Michae 
Ixeniley, Jailer at the East St. Louis 
Police Station. 

When the grave was opened under the 

direction of State’s Attorney Charlies 
Webb, by special permission of Bish- 
op Janssen of the Belleville diocese, it 
was found that Connor’s body wore ho 
shoes, and that the clothing furnished 
was not of expensive material. The 
coffin had cloth-covered handles, and 
was of wood, which had been partly 
rotted away since it was placed in ihe 
grave two years ago. 
A charge of $600 for the coffin was 
included in the bill, presented by De- 
gen, representing the Degen-Doussari 
firm, for $1122 for the funeral, which 
was not allowed by Judge. Perrin. A, 
charge of $4 Was made for shoes al- 
leged to have been furnished. The suit 
of clothing in which Connors was bur- 
ied was charged at $31 in the bill. 

Connor was found dead in bed in 
East St. Louis two years ago. A 


East St. Louls bank was found in his 
room and was turned over to Halbert 
at Public Administrator. Recently Mrs. 
Kate Tinan of St. Louis filed a claim 
in the Probate Court at Belleville for 
the estate, asserting she was the wife 
of Connor, from whom she. had been

WASHINGTON, March 5.—President Wilson took up his 
duties today by sending the names of his Cabinet members to thi 
Senate for confirmation, calling a meeting of the Cabinet, ad. b by 
announcing that officé-seekers must see the heads of the deg 
ments in which they desire places. i 


The new Cabinet is made up as fol- 
lows: 

For Secretary of State — William 
Jennings Bryan of Nebraska, Pro- 
gressive Democrat. ‘ 

For Secretary of the Treasury — 
William Gibbs McAdoo of New York, 
Regular Democrat. 

For Secretary of War—Lindley Mur- 
ray Garrison of New Jersey, Pro- 
gressive Democrat. 

For Attorney-General—James Clark 
McReynolds of Tennessee, mein to 
sive Democrat, 

For Postmaster-General — Albert 
Sidney Burleson of Texas, Regular 
Democrat. , 

For Secretary of the Navy—Jose- 
phus Daniels of North Carolina, Reg- 
ular Democrat.

Franklin Knight Lane of California, 
Independent Democrat. 

For Secretary of 
David Franklin Houston of Missouri, 
Progressive Democrat.

The Senate, in a brief session, 
firmed all the Cabinet nominations, and 
‘also that of Edgar E. Clark as United 
‘States Interstate Commerce Commission- 
er. It did not, however, confirm John 
H. Marble as commissioner as successor 
to Franklin Lane. 

When’ Bryan quit the cabinet meeting 
and went over to the State Depart- 

ment he hesitated after leaving the 
White Howse and started for the Navy 
Department, but was intercepted by Mr. 
Knox, who greeted his guccessor. 

Bryan’s Speech Puzzles. 

Secretary Bryan, in addressing the as- 
sistant secretaries and heads of the vari- 
ous bureaus of the State Department 
today, declared: 

“IT am not prepared to discuss tenure 
in office. My own tenure is, 1 was about 
to say, brief, but my tenure has not 
even begun. I am sure your tenure is 
therefore not more uncertain than mine. 
I have not had time to learn from the 
President the general policy that will be 
impressed on the various departments, 
but it is not necessary for us to dis- 
cuss the length of service. It is suf- 
ficient at this time to make each others’ 
acquaintance and I hope that when the 
time comes for me to reassemble you, 
to introduce.you to my successor, I can 
look back upon as delightful associa- 
tions as the retiring secretary does.” 

Bryan's words caused surprise, but he 
followed them with no explanation. Some 
of his hearers took them to mean that 
he intended to retire before the end of 
his term. 

Daniels was escorted to the Navy De- 
partment where Mr. Meyer greeted him. 
A similar scene was in progress at the 
War Department when Mr. Stimson in- 
troduced Garrison.

‘ceeded as dean by Dr. John L. Lowes. 

Dean and Mrs. Hall have, in the last 
year, builf a fine residence at 5846 Julian 
“venue, and last Thursday night they 
opened it to their friends, with a house- 
warming party. Chancellor Houston 
Was one of the guests, and if it 
curred to him that the Halls might soon 
have to vacate their new home in or- 
der to move to the Chancellor’s resi- 
dence, ® kept his thoughts to himself. 

It is believed at the university that the 
acting Chancellor will be expected to 
occupy the official residence, though 
rothing was said about this in the 
Grookings announcement. The Chan- 
cellor’s residence is at 6500 Forsvthe 
boulevard, and is a modern mansion.

Says Immediate Action Is Neces- 
sary—Motion to Report It 
Tuesday Carries. 


Counciiman John T. Davis’ ducx 
hunt probably will result.in the defeat 
of the important bill giving the Public 
Service Commission power to regulate 
the service of the United Railways Co. 
When President John H. Gundlach of 
the Council, finding that the present 
session will close in about two weeks, 
attempted Tuesday to take this bill out 
of the hands of the Railroads Commit- 
tee to facilitate its passage, he foun 
himself blocked by Chairman Evers of 
the committee, who declared a promise 
‘had been given to Davis to do nothing 
with the bill until he returned from his 
duck hunt. 

By vote of the Council Tuesday the 
committee was instructed to report the 
bill at next Tuesday's session. There 
will be no session next Friday, primary 
election day. The Municipal Assembly 
will adjourn sine die March 21 and all 
legislation then pending will die with 
| the session. 

: -\EtTe tried to take the bill from the 
committee by a motion to that ef- 
fect, but only two’ members of the 
Council supported him. 

“Most Important Bil!.” 

“This is probably the most impor- 
tant bill which has come before the 
Assembly this session,” said Gund- 
lach. “If this bill is not passed by 
the Council immediately there will 
be no opportunity to get it through 
the House of Delegates before ad- 
journment.’’ 

Evers protested there was suffi; 
cient time, and Councilman Fletcher 
demanded the bill be delayed. He 
suid he had not read it. It was in- 
troduced 10 days ago, and a copy 
then was placed on the desk of each 
member. Only Haller and Randall 
supported Gundlach, while Caulfield, 
Espenschied, Evers, Fletcher, Leahy, 
Lehmberg, Paule and Protzmann fa- 
. vored delay. 

The next motion was to instruct the 
committee to report the bill at the next 
meeting,. but a substitute calling for 
the report next Tuesday took its place. 
This was adopted, 7 to 5. Those sup- 
parting it were C. ulfield, Evers, Leahy, 
Paule, Protzmann, Randall and Rower, 
and those opposing were Espenschied, 
Fletcher, Haller, Léhmberg and Gund- 
lach. Guhdlach an@ Haller explained 
they voted against the substitute be- 
cause they favored an earlier report. 

The secrecy with which conferences 
are being conducted by the committee 
with the United Railways officials was 
emphasized when it became known that 
at the meeting Tuesday in a locked room 
members of the committee instructed the 
sergeant-at-arms to admit no person, not 
even a member of the Council. 

Tries to Bar Gundlach. 

Gundlach, who {f[s an_ ex-officio 
member of all committees, was not 
informed officially of the meeting, 
and when he learned of it through 
private sources, hurried to the city 
hall. As he started to enter the cor- 
ridor leading to the secret chamber, 
he was stopped by the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, who informed him of the or- 
ders which had been issued. 

“J told him,” Gundlach said, “that 
I ‘was going in there, and that I 
would kick the door down if neces- 
sary. No further efforts were made 
to. stop me.’ 

. Gundlach said that reports that the 

State Public Utilities law would take 


“ from the St. Louis commission power 


to regulate the United Railways was un- 
true. He said the commission and the 
Munictpal Assembly would be deprived | © 
of ‘their power to regulate rates, but 
that the State bill would not take away 
their power to regulate service. 

Because Friday is the day of the mu- 
nicipal primary, the Council adjourned 
to 4p. m, Wednesday and the House ad- 
-fourned to 4 p. m. Thursday.

the Norvell fund,’ said Lashly. “He 
started to keep the record of the contri- 
butions in the Norvell headquarters, but 
the second day after the campaign 
opened, he transferred the records to 
his own office. 

“With the letters soliciting contribu- 
tions to Norvell’s fund were envelopes 
addressed to Walker as treasurer of the 
campaign committee. These were en- 
closed for the convenience of contrib- 
utors. A few of the contributors sent 
their letters to headquarters. These were 
opened, notations for office reference of 
the amount of the contribution were 
made, and the checks were forwarded 
to Walker's office. 

“Personally I am in favor of making 
public all the campaign contributions, 
and have so informed the committee. 
Some of the contributors, I understand, 
have requested that “no publicity be 
given to their contributions. They said 
they were glad to help Mr. Norvell’s|S 
campaign along, but did not wish to 
have it publicly known. 

“T tried many times to reach Walker 
Monday to get the list fyom him, but 
was not successful. The Democratic 
party is on record in favor of publicity 
for campaign funds. I think 
good thing, and I am in favor of it.” 


Out of Norvell’s Hands. 





“I have not seen the list of contribu- 
tions,’’ he said. ‘‘That matter is entire+ 
iy in the hands of the Campaign Com- 
mittee. I have nothing to do with it.” 
«The first letters sent out by the Cam- 
paign Committee suggested that contri- 
butions were needed in amounts of $26 
to $250. These letters were recalled be- 
fore they were put into general circula- 
tion. The revised letter’ requested a 
contribution «* such amount as the indi- 


failed to respond to the first letter re- 
ceived a second and third letter. The 
final letter suggested that the committee 
Was very much in need of funds for 
rroperly handling the Norvell campaign. 


Simon Orders Publicity. 

Dr. John H. Simon, contesting with 
Norvell for the Democratic nomination, 
said that he was not only willing to 
make public his campaign contributions 
in advance of the primary election, but 
was glad of an opportunity to do so. He 
said he did not know much about the 
contributions himself, and that Guy WGol- 
terman, chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, was in Texas. In the absence 
of Golterman, he said he would have 
John B. Muth, next man in charge, pre- 
pare the list. Dr. Simon said his contri-

Starkloff Refuses Publicity. 


Dr. Max C. Starkloff, one of the can- 
didates for the Republican nomination 
for Mayor, declined to make public 
either the contribution to his campaign 
or the expenses of his campaign, pre- 
vious to the primary election. 

“I think it would be impractical to do 
so,”’ said Dr. Starkloff, when the ques- 
don was put to him. 

Dr. Starkloff was interviewed on the 
subject at his headquarters in the Amer- 
ican Hotel. Before committing himself 
fully he held a consultation with Edgar 
R. Rombauer, who is managing his 
campaign. Starkloff returned to the 
reporter with Rombauer. 

“I am going to let Mr. Rombauer 
answer the question,” Starkloff then 
said, ‘‘because he knows more about the 
financial side of my campaign than I 
do myself.’’ 

“A statement of expenses and con- 
tributions could not be made prior to 
the election,”” said Rombauer, ‘‘because 
contributions in little dribs are coming 
in all the time. However, I will say 
this, there has not been one cent con- 
tributed by anyone who will be interest- 
ed in either the legislative or the exe- 
cutive branch of the Government of 8t. 
Louis for the next four years.” 

Henry W.. Kiel, ‘another Republican 
candidate for Mayor, readily furnished 
a Post-Dispatch reporter with what he 
asserted was a complete list of his cam- 
paign expenses. 
paid by himself, without contributions 
from anyone. The expense items listed 
by Kiel were: Filing fee, $100; campaign 
cards, $60; contribution to a man who 
said he needed the money, $6. 
Republican City Chairman Schmoll, 
who is managing Kiel’s campaign, as- 
sert he had not spent a cent in Kiel’s 
behalf. Kiel says he is not making an 
active campaign. He has made 0»no 
speeches, and attended few ward muvet- 
ings. He says he is going on the theory 
that he is known to the Republican 
voters, and he considers it unnecessary 
to makg an expensive campaign for the 
nomination. 

Frank H. Gerhart, who has no op- 
position for the Progressive nomina- 
tion for Mayor, said he had not re-

Riverside Drive Also May Be 
Viewed From St. Louis’ Muni- 
cipal Trolley Line. 


MORE CARS ARE PUT ON 


There Will Be Seats for Every 
Passenger Among Sunday 
Afternoon Sightseers. 





Do you know where Riverside Drive 
is? Have you ever seen the Palisades? 

In New York, you say? Why, no. 
Right here in St. Louis. Comparatively 
few St. Loutsans know that Columbia 
Bottom road, which skirts the north- 
eastern limits of the city, is now offi- 
clally known as Riverside Drive, and 
that the scenery through which it passes 
has been favorably compared with that 
along the Hudson and the Rhine. 
. And you can ride through it all on a 
trolley car—don’t read any further if 
your heart is weak—without paying 
any fare. 

City Line Extends Six Miles. 

The city of St. Louis is preparing to 
make its citizens and the strangers 
within its gates more familiar with the 
municipally owned street car line on 
which a nickel never has been collected. 
The line extends six miles from the 
Bissell’s Point waterworks station—4500 
north—to the Chain of Rocks—11,/00 
north. 

Riverside drive runs north to lllth 
street before reaching the city limits. 
If the streets were numbered continu- 
ougly without a dividing line at Market 
stm#et the north terminus of the drive 
w@ild be 203d street. This would cor- 
respond to the northern end of Bronx 
Park in New York City. 

With the coming of spring St. Louis 
will furbish up the cars on its free 
municipal trolley line and will make a 
specialty of accommodating Sunday 
sightseers, who are expected to avail 
themselves of the improved facilities. 

All comers will be permitted to ride 
free and it is planned to operate so 
many cars, on Sundays at least, that 
there will be a SEAT FOR EACH PAS- 
SENGER. 

Heretofore persons desiring to ride on 
the municipal lins were required to ob- 
tain tickets at the office of the Water 
Department cat the city hall. After 
April 1 these passes also will be issued 
at the Baden pumping station, 8900 North 
Broadway. 

This will be for the accommodation 
of those who live north of the terminus 
at Bissell’s Point. Season passes also 
will be issued at the discretion of the 
Water Commissioner. 


Parellel With Bluffs. 
Up to this time the line has been used 


mainly to carry city employes to and 
from their work at the Chain of Rocks. 
Throughout its entire length the road 
runs paralell with Riverside Drive and 
the beautiful bluffs overhanging it. 
these bluffs several well-to-do St. Louis- 
ans have built palatial summer homes. 
The growing of grapes is a thriving 
idustry along the Palisades. 

To the right of this free trolley line 
as it runs to the Chain of Rocks is 
rich farming.land beyond which the 
broad stretches of the Mississippi River, 
dotted with picturesque islands, can be 
seen from the car window. - 

To the left the first thing to catch 
the passenger’s eye is the magnitude 
of the towering bluffs with here and 
there gigantic natural formations of 
solid rock towering into the air. 

Along the base of these bluffs runs. 

Riverside drive, an olled macadam roa‘1 
to delight automobile enthusiasts. Closer 
to the car line there is a hard-packed 
and well-kept bicycle path built and 
maintained by the city. 
A Post-Dispatch reporter rodce over 
the line Sunday and found this scenic 
route beautiful, even in the winter sea- 
son. Across the snow-covered bottom 
lands could be seen the sluggish mver— 
more sluggish than ever under its bur- 
den of ice floes. There was beauty also 
in the snow-clad Palisades. 


: Delights at End of Ride. 
At the end of the six-mile ride new 


delights await the passenger «1 the 
free trolley lines. After marveling at 
the works of nature he has a chance 
to wonder at the works of man. 

Here he can see some of the largest 
engines in the world noiselessly pump- 
ing life fluid into the arteries of a great 
city. The very heart of St. Luuis is 
there. 

Guides are always on hand to escort 
visitors through the big waterworks 
plant.

Interesting Incidents of 
President's Inauguration 








President Unaccustomed to Serv- 
ants and Gold-Braided Aids in 
White House. 


WASHINGTON, March 5. 

T was a happy and joyous day for 

Mrs. Wilson and her three talented 

daughters and for their re'atives, 
who were with the family. President 
Wilson was not half so happy. He does 
not pretend to like “big doings.” 

Mrs. Wilson and her daughters re- 
mained through the parade without 4 
complaint. The girls were radiant un- 
til the very last and went ‘into the 
White House laughing and chatting 
with friends. It was apparent that they 
got more fun out of the occasion than 
the President did. ! 

The new President did not seem quite 
at ease in the White House last even- 
ing. When the parade was over and 
he entered his new home, flankeé on 
all sides by gold-braided aids and at- 
taches, the house servants spa’: for- 
ward to take his hat and coat and to 
attend to hig wants. This was a new 
experience for Wilson, who is accus- 
tomed to doing things for himself ¢ 1d 
for his family. He has never had 2 
butler or valet, and has always 1 isisted 
on taking off and putting on 11s own 
coat. About the house he has been his 
own handy man, and when it came to 
packing bags|for a trip he always super- 
intended the |work and did most of the 
manual labor.himself. 

He regarded with astonishment and 
some dismay the efforts of the house 
servants to } make him comfortable. 
However, he is an adaptable man and 
will become accustomed to being wait- 
ed upon. 


When William J. Bryan came down 
the incline on the grand stand he re- 
ceived an ovation equal to, if not great- 
er, than that displayed when his chief 
preceded him. When Bryan and his col- 
leagues stepped upon the FPresident’s 
stand, they were cheered by the throngs 
before them. 


When Chief Justice White had risen 
to administer the oath and Wilson stood 
with right hand raised, there came the 
most human ¢ouch in the picture of the 
day. The first lady of the land could 
not see well from her seat. As shyly as 
a school girl, Mrs. Wilson moved her 
chair to the side of the rostrum and 
climbed upon it with the assistance of 
Lieut. Rogers, the President’s naval 
aide. Grasping the railing she stood 
there, gazing at the President as he 
kissed the Bible, and she remained 
standing until his address was _ con- 
cluded. 


Just a Wilson stood with bared head 
before Chief Justice White and the Bi- 
ble was extended to him by Deputy 
Clerk Maher of the Supreme Court, the 


sun came out almost clear of the clouds 


that had obscured it since dawn. While 
not presenting an entirely clear “a its 
rays were sufficient to cast long ad- 
ows and seemed to penetrate and warm 
the alr. It was accepted as an omen of 
suecess and good fortune for the new 
chief executive. 


The Bible upon which Mr. Wilson took 
his oath as seb ree of New Jersey was 
used. He kissed the sacred volume on a 
page, turned to at random, his lips 
touching upon the “One Hundred and 
Nineteenth Psalm, verses 41 to 48, in- 
clusive. The verses, beginning with the 
forty-third, are these: 

“Let Thy mercies come also unto me, O 
Lord, even Thy salvation according to 
Thy word. 

“So shall I have wherewith to answer 
him: that reproacheth me; for I trust in 
Thy word. 

“And take not the word of truth utter- 
for I have hoped 

Thy judgments. 

“So shall I keep Thy law continually]. 
forever and ever. 

“And I will walk at liberty; 
Thy precepts. 

“IT will speak of Thy testimonies also 
before Kings, and will not be ashamed. 

“And I will delight myself in Thy 
commandments, which I have loved. 

“My hands also will I lift up unto. Thy 
commandments, which I have loved; 
and I will meditate in Thy statutes.’’

In- 
side of 10 minutes the foreigner had 
introduced the next Secretary of State 
to everybody present. Bryan was thus 
engaged until a friend came along and 
took him to a side window for a brief 
chat.

CAMERA EYE" SHEA 
DENTIFIES A TRIEF 
ABSENT 22 YEARS 


Two ‘Confidence’ Men Also 
Recognized by Bertillon Ex- 
pert From Photograpns. 





John M. Shea, Superintendent of the 
Bertillon Bureau at police headquar- 
ters, known in police circles as ‘the 
man with the camera eye,” identified 
Wednesday a man he had not seen in 
29 years, and identified three other pris- 
oners he had never seen, but whose pho- 
tographs were published two years ago 
in a detective publication. 

After Shea had confrorted the men 
with their records they admitted their 
identity. Each of the men has served 
terms in prison on charges of picking 
pockets and working confidence games. 

One of the men, who says he is 61 
years old and gave the name of Georgee 
HMavlin, was arrested Tuesday afternoon 
after he had‘ fled from the home of 
Mrs. Anna McGinty, 1863 Main stres«t. 
Mrs. McGinty found the man in her 
home on returning from her mother's 
funeral. 

‘Hello, George,’’ Shea said, when the 
man was turned over to the Bertillon 
department, ‘‘where did you forget your 
other names?’ 

Shea turned to the picture in the 
rogue’s gallery and showed ‘George’”’ 
his photograph taken in November, 1884. 
The picture was one of the first taken 
after the department was installed in St. 
Louis. 


Confesses Many Allases. 
The man confessed to aliases of George 


Dickman, George Beck and -others, and 
that he had served two terms in the 
Joliet penitentiary and- several Wwork- 
house terms, as Shea’s record shows. 
Since the picture was taken he said he 
had not been in St. Louis until a few 
days ago. 

Arother man who was well dressed 
and gave his name as James Abbott, 26 
years old, was arrested Tuesday after- 
noon at Union Station when Detectives 
Bender and Quitta saw him talking to a 
stranger. He was indignant when ar- 
rested and declared that he was a busi- 
ness man of Chicago who went to 
Union Station to meet his wife. 

He so stoutly asserted his innocence 
that Allender had about decided to re- 
lease him when he sent for Shea. 

“You can hand that talk to some- 
body else,’’ Shea said to the man when 
he saw him. “You have a record.” 

A few minutes later Shea handed to 
Allender a photograph of the man who 
is known as Jim Gavin and has sev- 
eral aliases, and whose police récord 
describes him as a high-class confidence 
man. He was arrested in Chicago in 
1911 with John R. Stewart, who shot 
and killed Don Killian in St. Louis. 


ROBBERS. TIE WOMAN AND 
OFFER POISON TO BABY 


Effort to Make Mother Tell 
Where Money Is Hidden Foiled 
by Child in Highchair. 
NEW YORK, Mareh 5.—Robbers tor- 
tured Mrs. Harry Jacobs, wife of a pos- 
tal clerk, by binding and gagging her, 
and in her presence offering to her 16- 
months-old baby a slice of bread spread 
with poison, because she would not re- 
veal where she kept her money, accord- 

ing to the story she told the police. 

After binding the mother and tieing 
the baby in its high chair, Mrs. Jacobs 
said, the three men took a bottle marked 
“poison”’ from a closet and. poured the 
contents on a piece of bread. The moth- 
er was told she would see the baby die 
unless she gave the informatien.

he held the bread out to the child. The 
baby knocked it to the floor.

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GET DECISION ON 
BRIDGE ARBITRARY 


Petition to Commerce Commis- 
sion Will: Claim 20c Coal 
Rate Is Unreasonable. 








Petitions attacking the bridge arbitra- 
ry of 20 cents a ton on coal as unrea- 
sonable and unwarranted have been pre- 
pared by the attorneys for the Business 


Men’s League, to be filed at once with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission at 
Washington. The petitions also attack 
as unreasonable the proposed advance 
of 5 cents a ton on coal from the Lllinois 
mines to St. Louis. 

This action‘on the part of the league 
followed the ouster suit filed Tuesday 
by Edward C. Crow as special counsel 
for the United States Department of 
Justice against the Coal Traffic Bureau 
at St. Louis. Crow, who'was employed 
by the Post-Dispatch to represent the 
people, charged in his petition that the 
Coal Traffic Bureau was a combination 
in restraint of trade, operating in viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law. 
Crow was directed by Attorney-General 
Wickersham, as one of his last official 
acts, to file the suit. 

To Settle Coal Rate Question. 

¢hrough the action to be instituted 
by the league, President Shapleigh 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday that it was expected the 
coal rate question, which has been 
the subject of much discussion and 
difference of opinion will be finally 
settled to the satisfaction of both the 
public and the railroads. 

“This is not an action hostile to 
the railroads,’ said President Shap- 
leigh. “The Interstate Commerce 
Commission has absolute jurisdiction 
over the rates. The league en 
present all the facts to the commis- 
sion, and when the. commission hands 
down its decision everybody will 
know what rates may be charged. 
That will dispose of the question, 
everybody can be prepared to abide 
by it, and we can all get together 
and stop the discussion.” 
Traffie Commissioner's 

Action, 

The Executive Committee of the 
league met Tuesday afternoon and 
received a report from P. W. Coyle, 
its. traffic commissioner. Coyle recom- 
mended that the bridge arbitrary of 
20 cents a ton and the proposed in- 
crease of 6 cents a ton, which was 
scheduled to go into effect April 1, 
should be laid befere the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for .adjudica- 
tion. 

Coyle said it was the intention of 
tne League, at hearings which proba- 
bly will be held in St. Louis, to pre- 
sent evidence showing every phase of 
the coal traffic situation, to the Com- 
mission. The Commission, of course, 
he points out has no jurisdiction over 
the rates from the mines to East St. 
Louls, but it is thought the Illinois 
Railroad Commission, which has juris- 
diction, will follow the action on the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, in 
passing upon the application of the rail- 
roads on an increase of 6 cents a ton 
in the rate. 

Coyle recently made an exhaustive 
report on the rate situation. Upon his 
report the League entered into nego- 
tiations with the railroads for the ubo- 
lition of the arbitrary, but the railroads 
suspended the negotiations a year ago 
when the Supreme Court handed down 
its decision in the Terminal Railroad 
Association case.

Kept Factories Away. 

The Jeague has been working for some 
time to bring factories to St. Louis. One 
of the obstacles it encountered was the 
arbitrary of 20 cents a ton on coal. 

The members of the league came to 
the conclusion that it would be a de- 
sirable thing for St. Louis to have ths 
question finally settled. The Executive 
Committee, after considering Coyle’s fte- 
port, instructed the law firm of Stew- 
art, Bryan & Williams to proceed at 
once to file the petitions, which already 
had been prepared.

BERLIN, "Waveh 5 The Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent has traced the his- 
tory of the turtle from which Dr. Fried- 
mann obtained the original ‘tubercie 
bacilli, which he claims is the ‘ounda- 
tion of his treatment for consumptives. 
Thirteen years ago Dr. Friedmann, 
who had taken a medical degree at the 
University of Berlin, was working with 
other physicians under Prof. Oscar 
Hartwig, director of the Anatomical 
and Biological Institute. 

At this time Prof. Poehl, who also 
was working under Prof. Hartw'g, re- 
ceived from a friend connected with the 
Zoological Gardens of Berlin, a tuber- | 
cular turtle which he gave to Dr. Fried- 
mann. The latter displayed the great- 
est interest in the turtle and talked 
much about it. He was told L-; his 
scientific associates that the re motile pos- 
sessed no value from the scientific view- | 
point. 

The incident was forgotten and for a 
year or so Friedmann was not seen by 
his colleagues in Prof. Hartwig’s class. | 
However, that he kept the turtle and 
took it to Prof. Pierkowski, in whose 
laboratory he worked for about a year. 
At this time his bacteriological knowl- 
edge was not considered profound. 

After this Dr. Friedmann again was 
not seen by the public for seven or eight 
years. 
as the friend of Count Obershrof, a 
wealthy Silesian land owner, who pos- 
sessed a big estate at Oberglogteau. 


Announced Cure Last November. 
It was last November, after a period 


of obscurity, that Dr. Friedmann an- 
nounced his turtle theory. Investiga- 
tions by the Post-Dispatch correspon- 
dent fail to reveal any early medical 
practice by Dr. Friedmann, but scien- 
tific authorities repeatedly had given 
him to understand that they took no 
stock in his experiments on guinea pigs 
with the turtle bacilli. 

Dr. Karfunkel, who conducts a small 
polyclinic in the poorest quarter of 
eastern Berlin, where he worked for 
about a year with Dr. Friedmann, gave 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent full 
opportunity for inquiry as to the Fried- 
mann ‘“‘cure.””’ He said that nearly 200 
patients—men, women and children— 
were coming to the polyclinic. Among 
them were some Friedmann patients. 
He did not possess accurate data, how- 
ever, for a scientific inquiry as to the 
effect of the treatment. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent saw 
a young girl who had been treated on 
May 6, 1912, for a tubercular swelling 
on the face. The swelling had been re- 
duced to a hard lump and there was 
no reaction when the tuberculin test 
was applied. 

In another case, that of a 2-year-old 
child suffering from manifest tubercular 
swellings on the face and hands, the 
Friedmann treatment had been applied 
for about eight months and a gradual 
improvement apparently has resulted. 

Dr. Karfunkel will treat 
woman of 35, who was first treated 
about a year ago. Tuberculin produced 
no reaction recently and the woman was 
looked upon as cured. These three are 
the oldest experiments of which Dr. 
Karfunkel has any record. 

Dr. Karfunkel believes that Dr. Fried- 
mann'‘s first experiments on humans 
were made in 1910. He says, however, 
that during the time Dr. Friedmann 
worked with him, the latter did not 
adopt measures to test the existence 
of tuberculosis by the tuberculin meth- 
od, which Dr. Karfunkel now repeats 
four or five times. He considers pa- 
tients cured only when reaction to the 
tests ceases.

| PRESIDENT WILSON’S VISION. 
The striking thing in President Wilson's inau- 
gural address is its moral pitch. Jt is a simple, 
direct impassioned appeal to the conscience of the 
people. It is an appeal to all of the people, re- 
gardless of party, to help in making their govern- 
ment the instrument of justice and humanity. 
The new President offers a splendid vision of 
the American people moved by an enlightened im- 
pulse to realize the ideals of the republic, He 
urges thet they support him in striving to embody 
in law and vitalize in government: 
Justice. 
Equality of opportunity. 
Humanity. 
Destruction of privilege. 
Restoration of Government to the control of 


the people. 

The President goes to the, fundamental moral 
aspect of politics. His sepse of responsibility and 
spiritual inspirations are denoted by the sen- 
tence, “This is not a day of triumph; it is a day 
of dedication.” The vision and purpose of the 
man are revealed in the following touching pic- 
ture of the burden and problems of the nation’s 


toilers: 

We have been proud of our industrial 
achievements, but we have not hitherto 
stopped thoughfully enough to count the hu- 
man cost, the cost of lives snuffed out, of en- 
ergies overtaxed and broken, the fearful phys- 
ical and spiritual cost to the men and women 
and children upon whom the dead weight and 
burden of it all has fallen piteously the years 
through.

The nation has been deeply stirred by a sol- 
emn passion, stirred by the knowledge of 
wrong, of ideals lost, of government too often 
debauched and made an instrument of evil. The 
feelings with which we face this new age of 
right and opportunity sweep across our heart- 
strings like some aid out of God’s own pres- 
ence, where justice and mercy are reconciled 
and the judge and the brother are one,

THE WONDERFUL WILD PIGEONS. 

W. T. W.—The last wild pigeon was 
in 1911 said to be in Cincinnati goo. 
Prof. Moore discovered one in Jack- 
‘son Park, Chicago, in the same .

7 the Government that the 

geon is extinct. Wild pigeong lived 
n.flocks at all seasons, nesting, 
roosting and feeding in enormous 
bones. he pay a nr ‘ 
cclony which was sever miles 
breadth and upwards of 40 miles in 
extent. The birds chose preferably 
beech woods, and as many as 90 nests 
have been counted in a single trea. 
The flock previously mentioned, esti- 
mated to contain over 2,000,000,000 In- 
dividuals, stretched from horizon to 
horizon, as far as the eye could reach 
in every direction, and was four hours 
in passing a given point. At all sea- 
sons, whether migrating, ro 
nesting, pigeons were subject to 
tack by man. Their migrations w 
governed largely by the food 
acorns and beeghnuts constituting 
their chief fare, and when they ap- 
peared at a certain place their de- 
struction became the object of the 
day. Many were shot, but by far the 
larger number were netted with the 
aid of live decoys. Wilson tes of 
80 dozen birds being captured at one 
spring of the net. Audubon states 
that he knew a man who, in 
vania, netted 500 dozen pigeons in 
one day. When roosting, pigeons were 
attacked by men armed with guns, 
poles, tlubs, and even pots of sulphur 
and wagonloads of birds were killed 
nightly.

NEW YORK 10 GIVE 
OZOMILE SYSTEM 


Contracts Approved for Greatest 
American Work, Excepting 
Only the Panama Canal. 


NEW YORK, March 5.—New York’s 
new dual transit system, contracts for 
which the Public Service Commission 
has approved, involves a total expendi- 
ture of upward of $350,000,000, the great- 





lever credited to American ingenuity: 

When the new subway and elevated 
extensions are completed, the rapid tran- 
sit mileage of Greater New York, in- 
cluding subways and elevated lines, will 
be increaséd to a total of 629 miles. The 
-dual system, as it is called, may be sum- 
marized as follows:

Subway and elevated lines for con- 
struction jointly by city and com- 
pany, 110.41 miles. 

Elevated extensions for construc- 
tion by company, 46.29 miles. 

Third tracking and reconstruction 
by company, 9.30 miles. 

Total, 271 miles. 

Grand total, dual 
miles. 

Grand total existing, 296 miles. 

New work, 333.7 miles. 

Work has been under way on vartous 
parts of the subways for a year and a 
half and it is estimated that they are 
about 30 per cent completed. No new 
work has been done on the elevated 
roads. 

The mileage as estimted above is 
based upon single tracks, though parts 


of the system have two, three and four 
tracks.

Interesting discoveries about the fall- 
ing off of the kaffir yield in districts 
of Kansas and Oklahoma are put forth 
in the ‘‘Southwest Trail,” by publica- 
tion issued in the interest of the Rock 
Island lines. The result of the investi-: 
gation into the cause of depreciation of 


farmer. The discoveries were made by 
scientists only after they had traveled 
thousands of miles annually in the 
kaffir-growing districts. These men 
found that in fields yielding big crops 
the heads, when split open, showed 
numerous joints on the stem, number- 
ing from five to seven, and the main 
stem extending to within three inches 
of the tip. Heads from low-yielding, 
when split open, revealed a stem having 
but two or three joints, and long, so 
that an important step forward has 
been taken in agricultural science as 
applied to the growing of kaffir.

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Deserters of Wife a Children 
Should Be Made. to

After discussing the pros and cons, 
Tuesday afternoon, women  philan- 
thropists of East St. Louis favored the 
rock pile as against the whipping post 
for men who desert their wives and chil- 
dren. 

The whipping post was considered de- 
sirable, but not practicable because of 
the difficulty in getting State legislators 
to authorize it. No such difficulties 


would be encountered, it was agreed, in 
getting a rock pile or a farm where 
negligent fathers could -be compelled to 
tabor. 

The matter came up at a joint meet- 
ing of the Philanthropy and Legisiative 
committees of the East St. Louls Wom- 
en’s Civic Federation at the ¥, W. C. A, 
rooms. Mrs. Bouls Boismenue start- 
ed the discussion when she propounded 
the question, “What is to be done with 
men who do not support their fami- 
lies ?"’ 

She declared that in two-thirds of the 
charity cases investigated by the phil- 
anthropy committee the fault was found 
to be that the husbands did not take 
home their earnings. Corporation Coun- 
sel John L, Flannigan told the women 
that men who failed to support their 
children could be imprisoned. 

Several women argued that this did 
not help the case much ag many of the 
men didn’t mind arrest and imprison- 
ment for short terms. 

The rock pile was made as an alterna- 
tive suggestion. Mrs. Boismenue told of 
the municipal farm at Kansas City 
where men convicted of wife and child 
abandonment are put to work at hard 
labor, the city paying to their families 
a fair compensation for the work they 
Co.
